GERMINATION OF SEEDS. 


Some Seeds Sjwout Several Times—Wheat 


Xcadtt the I/ist of Feed* to RcgormlDfttc* 
It isnot generally known perhaps that 


many seeds will gernriunto not onco 
merely, but several times, if tho process 
bo interrupted. How often tho various 
seeds used in farming mil, when ger- 
mination is arrested, pluck up courage 
uml renew tho work when favorable 
conditions are restored lias not been the 
subject of very extended investigation. 
Professor Goff, when connected with 
tho Now York ngricniturnl experi-tuont 
station, oonio 10 or 13 years ago, did 
BOino interesting work in this line, and 
Dr. Be.-.l of tho Michigan Agricultural 
college i.iso investigated tho subject to 
some extent in tho early eighties. Move 
extensive work- has later been done by 
the University of Wisconsin. 


These various) tests have made it ap- 


pear that thc-io is a great difference in 
tho power of-difforont -kinds of seeds to 
tcgeruiin^te. Wheat leads tho list in 
tho experiments reported from tho Wis- 
consin station and -is strongest in the 
number of times it will pick up again, 
it having germinated no less than 14 
times, with 101 days' drying in the in- 
tervals between thuso several germina- 
tions. ' Corn germinated six times with 
85 days' drying, radishes fivo times 
with 28 days' drying; parsnips and car- 
rots germinated. barely twice, giving a 
'very small percentage tho second time, 
while celery and paiisy aud timothy 
germinated butonee, and clover had but 
a very small percentage of germination 
lifter tho first one. Tho practical bear- 
ing of these facts is that they account 
for tho frequent failure to get a "ua&cb" 
of grass or clover in a dry season. If 
either timothy or clover starts to germi- 
iirtto and tho germination is arrested 
from any cause, it will not bo resumed, 
even though the ir.oer favorable condi- 
tions should follow. 
It is oihiTtt-iso 


with wheat, and oven with corn, though 
vdrh a less extcuie than tho wheat. 


Tho meihod by which tho growth is 


renewed is deserving of notice. In case 
of grain and corn, tho descending axis 
usually dies, whilo tho ascending axis 
resumes growth, throwing out rootlets 
from itself. 'With buckwheat, however, 
and with ull t-h« garden seeds tested tho 
descending axis retains its vitality and 
resumes growth, although the extreme- 
cm! of tho r:\diclo is generally killed by 
the drying. - Tho upper part usually 
lengthen;", tho radicle swells up at its 
lower end nnd iiually develops a imui- 
bor of ruot-lots. In tho case of the-cu- 
cumber and melon, rootluts ofton devel- 
op, wlii:n tho descending axis has been 
entirely destroyed, from the base of tho 
cotvli'dons or seed loaves.

What to Wo Fur Koup. 


There is no niseaso more- dreaded or 


more fatal among fowls than tho roup. 
Hero are tho opinions of several well 
known poultry men on tho subject as 
expressed iu letters to Rural New York- 
er. 
JamoE Eankin says: Koup in its 


advanced stages is very coiKasjious, as 
offensivu mucus is constantly running 
from tho nostrils and mingling with tho 
drinking water. I would advise isolat- 
ing (ho affected birds and t-rcariug their 
drinking water with Douglas mixture. 
1 would mix ginger in their soft food 
and bathe i.he heads, nostrils and throats 
with .kerosene, using a feather. This 
treatment will almost always effect a 
cure. 


.'lames H. Sc-c-ly wrote: If tho trouble 


is merely :\ cold which is likely to lead 
ro ruup, use coal oil in tlie drinking wa- 
ter and inject a weak solution of per- 
oxi.'V of hydrogen iu tho nose and throat. 
But if a bad case, and it has settled 
down into roup, tho best and only safe 
remedy is the hatchet, for it' doetorod 
up aud mado to get apparently well at 
the first little cold itistnu. times worse. 
Affected birds neverroake healthy hens. 


P. H. Jacobs believes in destroying all 


very sick birds, disinfecting tho house 
and yards, and adding :i tcaspoonfnl of 
liquid carbolic acid to every gallon of 
drinking water for the well birds. 


On the first appearance of a cold P. 


Williams advised feeding onco a day 
soft food with ginger in-its and disin- 
fecting tho house and quarters by sprin- 
kling with carbolic acid. Separate the 
sick birds from tho (look and badio all 
t-liat havo swelled heads and running 
nostrils with camphorated oil nnd in- 
ject it in tho nostrils. 


Improved, Votato Culture. 


The argument that improved potato 


culttuo always leaves the soil improved 
aud. increases tho fertility of the-farm is 
an old story to those who havo used 
largo quantities, of chemical fertilizers 
in connection with potato growing. Tho 
rotation of potatoes, wheat, grass two 
years and corn, which Rural New York- 
er has so often described, is au admi- 
rable- 0:10 for tho potato grower. All the 
stable manure is put on tho com and 
all the fertilizer on thu potatoes. The 
latter crop, one year with another, will 
pay a profit on tho whole farm opera- 
tions, while tho dressing of fertilizer is 
so heavy that it supplies amplo plant 
food for tho sr.cccding grain and grass. 
This is DOC mere theory, but a fact which 
has been worked out -on hundreds of 
farms. Tho heavy crops'-of grass and 
grain whieh grow after the potatoes aro 
the strongest possible arguments that 
good fertilisers ;,rs» not "used up" by 
tho first crop.

of water it takes to irrigate an acre, 
buc the condition which his' particular 
soil should bo in when it has boon wa- 
tered sufficiently. 
It is beyond the 


science of figures, to determine the 
amount of water a plant needs on va- 
rious soils. 
Tho fanner may by closo- 


anrt intelligent study of plants and 
thoirrequircments determinevory close- 
ly when sufficient irrigation has been 
given, 


The prevailing fault with amateur ir- 


rigators and" too large ;v number of those., 
who have had experience is the appli- 
cation of too much water. An excessive 
liilution of tho soil separates its parti- 
cles nnd produces an approach to ;. 
mortar bed that settles down tight 
when dry, shutting out the air, causing 
evaporation to increase aud producing 
finally a hard dry surface, crusted ever, 
which pinches plants, causes them to 
tumycllowandperhapsdic. This meth- 
od persisted in for a few years will 
bring tho richest soil to a condition 
which will support no vegetation more 
valuable than poverty weed. 


Intelligently applied irrigation is the 


most valuable factor in bringing up and 
keopiiif: up the productiveness of land, 
it. aids in bringing soils into proper con- 
dition to receive manure, and it after- 
ward aids in dissolving tho manure at 
Iho right time-, getting it in shape to lyj 
most conveniently available to plants,

less they aro run through (lie farm mill. 
Many tests have been made of feeding 
wheat soaked in water, as well as 
whole, with the result of their passing 
with poor digestion.

ONE OF CHICAGO'S WONDERS AND 


ITS UNEQUALED MAGNITUDE.

CiiiCACO, Xov, 27.— My opinion of tho 


Chicago stockyards os they wore seen yes- 
terday is of a broad expanse ot territory 
divided into sections and traversed by 
busy streets, of snucallnp pigs and bleat- 
iajj'shccp, at frightened but sllunt cattle, 
ot streams nnd pools o£ blood, of bnro 
nrmotl nnU ensanguined butchers, of clouds 
of steam, of acres and acres ot mud, of 
smells of many shades, but all of tho snme 
general sort and all equally Indescribable, 
of much running to and fro and shouting 
and blaspheming, of almost Interminable 
vistas between ha'nglng rows of dressed 
pork and beef and mutton. 


But abovo all thoso Impressions Is tho 


dominant ono that hero is system of a 
most comprehensive order. Here human 
ingenuity has been taxed to tho utmost 
for the working but of that most impor- 
tant problem in tho world of affairs of to- 
day. How shall time bo economized? Horc 
tho principle ot co-opcratlou is vindicated 
in o remarkable degree. 


Strolliuc Through tho 1'ards. 


The yards avo perhaps quite ns interest- 


Ing as tho-packing houses, butaftor you 
liavo seen ono or two blocks you have 
practically seen them all. The blocks nro 
divided by board fences into pens, and 
from certain of theso pens men ou horse- 
back and on foot arc continually driving 
tho stock through tho streets into other 
pens. Thoro is a deal of whip cracking 
and yelling expended In tho operation of 
this transferring the animals, but they go 
quickly enough in tho main, although 
now and then a Texas steov makes things 
lively for a few minutes, and tlio confusion 
ts made worse by tho men who drive about 
in buggies through tho stock crowded 
Mreots, and in tho morning by the many 
buses that; i'oreo ttioir way among the cat- 
tle and shrep and boss. Theso buses (ire 
not exactly like any other vehicle with 
which I am familiar. They arc furnished 
by tho proprietors of tho packing houses 
for the conveying ot their olTlcoemployccs, 
of which there must bo souio thousands of 
both scxoi, to and tram their work. 


The confusion on the su-octs would he 


even worse than it is were It not for tho 
fact that j.ome of the yards arc connected 
by overhead runways, crossing tho streets 
nt an cloviitUin of 10 or 15 feet, and which 
not only relievo tho trafficut tho yard, but 
furnish u unique fcaturu to tho landscape, 
1C that. tur:u bo applicable to'a stockyard 
view. 


Tho rncliiuR Houses. 


It is quite a walk across tho yards to 


tho packing houses, and during tho stroll 
tho visitor passes iho exchange, a low 
brick and stone building in which many 
firms of dealers and brokers In moats, 
both on font and dressed, aro located. The 
pocking bouses themselves aro enormous 
institutions. 
A dozen separate concerns 


operate them, the two most important of 
which aro Swift & Co. and Armour & Co. 
This information is probably gratuitous, 
for their brands aro to be read In a!! parts 
of tho known world, but a writing upon 
tho packing houses that did not mention 
them would miss a most important ollu- 
slwiii. I haven't any idea which of tho two 
is tho larger, but I'am told that tho Ar- 
mour people kill more pigs, while the 
Swift folks butcher more cattle. 
I ran 


across Swift's first and was guided by.nn 
employee detailed for that purpose through 
the packing houses' of that concern. 


Tho paokinK house guido is a most en- 


tertaining creature. 
It is his delight to 


i 
toll startling stories of the numberof kill- 
ings that may ho accomplished In a day by 
••our house" ami to hold up all other kill- 
ers and packers to well deserved scorn. Uo 
nlso feels it incumbent upon him to seo 
that tho visitor witnesses everything go- 
ing. 
In Tow of a Gulilo. 


I fancy that all tho guide told me today 


is true, but 1 shall not repeat his state- 
ments hero. Tho reader might belinvo ev- 
ery one of them from the lips of that guide, 
but ho would not probably swallow them 
whole if I wore to write them down.

Tho pres- 
ent Union stockyards wcro opened in tho 
Town of Lake, now part of Chicago, on 
Christmas day, I860. Thero.wcro seven 
miles of streets and pens for 118,000 ani- 
mals, costing $1,105,000. Xow thoro aro 
20 miles of streets, as many miles of water 
troughs, 2>/, times as many miles of feed- 
ing troughs, 3K times as many mllos of 
water'ond drainage pipes and ST miles of 
railway tracks, whilo thn first cost of the 
yards has now aggregated $4,000,000.

Tho female docs not lay all her oggs in 
ono day, but a few at a time until sho 
has all of them bidden away and neatly 
patted down. Snugly tucked away, there- 
tho eggs nra subjected to the heat of tho 
sun until the young terrapin are hatched, 
and as'soon as the tiny creatures havo the 
needed strength they come uut anil take 
to the water. In some of tho Chesapeake 
lands where terrapin breed there are many 
foxes, and the latter destroy many eggs by 
breaking into the nests. Farmer Lewis'

terrapin, it left to themselves, Ho dormant 
In the very season when they aro most in 
demand, it is necessary before tho cold 
wcnther comes .on to separate from tho 
main part of tho farm n groat many 
"counts" and'to keep them against mud 
in a smllcr pond where they can havo no 
chance to bury themselves and may easily 
be caught at any time. 
These terrapin
